Shortly 
after 
they 
left, Ophelia came running back by 
her house and screaming. 
Joe fol­ 
lowed to the house, where he got 
the baby and took it to his mother’s. 
Several wetnesses testified to this. 
Ophelia stated on the stand that 
Joe struck her in tho sMe, on tho 
arm and on the top of her head with 
a heavy pistol, the wound on the 
head necessitating the calling of a 
doctor 
and 
having

dressed. 
She ran away from Joe 
and stayed that night at the home 
of a neighbor. 
Joe claimed he did 
not strike Ophelia, but that sh* i 
and hurt her head. 
A number of 
witnesses testified in the case. 
Attorney Ratliff made

to impeach the testimony of many 
of the negroes on the stand.

“The peace treaty between Ger- 
many and the allied and associated 
powers, signed on June 28, 1919, 
and the protocol belonging thereto, 
as well as the agreement relating 
to the occupation of the Rhineland, 
signed the same day, are agreed to. 
“This law comes into force on 
the day of its promulgation.” 
Tho National Assembly By rati­ 
fying the treaty makes it possible 
for the allied and associated pow­ 
ers to raise the blockade.

“ but yours will be even worse, for 
you will be up against a constitu­ 
tional 
amendment. 
With

the provinces decided the 
thing for themselves. 
Every prov­ 
ince went dry on a war-time prohi­ 
bition basis. 
Quebec has just voted 
back beer and light wines by an 
overwhelming 
majority. 
Ontario 
takes a vote on it next October, and 
there will be a big fight. 
T o Import 
L iq u o r . 
In Canada them* undoubtedly will 
lie a law permitting the importation 
of liquor* 
from England, gin from 
Holland and wines from France. 
“The saloon has gone from Can­ 
ada for good.

they do not want a law prohibiting 
them from drinking in their own 
homes and having liquor there open­ 
ly.

The first witness to testify at the t 
trial of Mrs. Pebsworth was City | X 
Marshall P. G. Nebhut of Stonewall. 4* 
Mr. Nebhut stated that he went with 
Sheriff 
Duncan, 
Deputy 
Chandler 
and the constable of Tupelo to Mrs. 
Pebsw'orth’s 
home 
where 
t h e y 
searched her premises. 
There they 
found a silk skirt, a silk petticoat 
and a remnant of silk dress goods 
about five yards in length. 
Mrs. 
Pebsworth did not satisfy the offi­ 
cers in her explanation of wrhere 
the goods came from and they took 
her in charge.

store where they were identified as 
part of the company’s stock, and 
they were held as evidence.
